AGRICULTURAL. CLUBS. 

-Itis important for the success and 
improvement of agriculture in West 
Tennessee that agricultural societies 
should be formed in every county and 
in every neighborhood. We, there- 
fore, recommend that in every county 
a joint stock company, for agricultu- 
ral purposes, shall be formed, witha 
charter similar tothe charter of the 
Shelby County Agricultural Society. 
The reasons in favor of this policy are 
so self-evident that we will not elaho- 
rate them. 

In addition to the joint stock com- 
pany we recommend the establish- 
ment ofa society or club in every 
civil district for the encouragement of 
agriculture. The amount to be paid 
by each member should not be less than 
one dollar per month, and as much 
more as the society might agree upon ; 


the fund thus gathered to be 
for the benetit of the 
society in the purehase of tine 


stock, improved implements of hus- 
bandry, choice seeds and plants, 
and in any other manner the society 
might direct. 
This fund should, also, as much as 
possible, be made a permanent fund, 
increasing every year. In gure Words, 
articles purchased by the society 
should belong to the society as a 
whole, and when used by any of the 
members should be paid for. For in- 
stance, if the society should purehase 


a fine article of wheat, a member 
might he allowed to get say ten 


bushels of this wheat with the under- 
standing that he should return twelve 
hushels of it when marketed; 
and so on with other things. 
But these would be matters for the 
regulation of each district society or 
club. The main ,ideaSbeing to com- 
bine the energy and money of each 
for the benefit of all. ~The funds would 
be whhder the control of the society or 
club, which ought to hold weekly or 
monthly meetings, for the purpose of 
constiitation and advice. The circu- 
lation of good agricultural papers 
would be a matter of, importance. 
The memibers of such district socie- 
ties might or might not be members 
of the county joint stock Company, 
hut it would be advisable for them to 
he so. If these societies cannot be 
formed in every civil district, they 
should be formed in as many as pos- 
sible, and they should never con- 


sist of less than twenty nor more than. 


one hundred, this being sutticient for 
all useful purposes. 


THE LAWS ABUSES. 

The laws of Tennessee are as pood 
as those of any other government on 
earth, if we take the Code as it existed 
four years ago, and reject the partisan 
legislation during that period.

learned. Its provisions are as com- 
prehensive, concise and just in all 
matters pertaining io the veneral wel- 
fare of the Commonwealth as the best 
citizen could desire. Yet these wise 
and just provisions are often abused. 
This isto be expected. The wisest 
law-makers never have and never will 
enact laws which cannot be abused. 
Vice will creep into the executive de- 
partment of the best regulated human 
government. Whereit getsa foothold 
there the law will be badly adiminis- 
tered and hence abused. But as long 
as the great body of the executiveand 
ministerial officers of a government 
perform their whole duty fearlessly the 
vicious administrator of the law is 
the exception and consequently there 
Is 


easily corrected.

from which they readily recover. It 


is not so where the reverse of this is 
the case. When the rule is a shame- 


fully corrupt administration and exe-. 


cution of the law, and the exception is 
a faithful performance of duty by the 
officers ot the law, the evil is irreme- 
diable by any ordinary means.
